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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Matsui by providing a plurality of specified terminal-forming areas including a 
plurality of terminal parts directly thereon such that each pair of the terminal parts within any one of the terminal-forming areas is closer 
to each other than any pair of the terminal parts in different ones of the terminal-forming areas, as taught by Tate, for the purpose of 
providing more electronic components on a small real estate printed circuit board to perform more functions. Matsui discloses in Fig. 2 
shows one specificed terminal-forming area being no greater than corresponding one electronic component (201 ). Matsui fails to 
disclose a plurality of terminal-forming areas and a plurality of corresponding electronic components. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a plurality of terminal-forming areas and a plurality of 
corresponding electronic components, since it have been held that mere duplication of the essentilal working parts of a device involves 
only routine skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8.. 
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
